Maurice Malkin, who Joined the 
Communist Party In 1919 and wus 
ejected in 1937, told the Stevens 
deportation hearing, here that 
Stevens was the “big boss” in the 
middle 1930's of “nection commit- 
tees” throughout the natlon, whose 
aim was to overthrow the fuvern- 
ment by forco ot a ripe opportunity. 


He said Stevens held the ultra-. 
powerful post of member of the 
Executive Committee of the Com- 
munist International. As such, 
‘Malkin testifed, he was the Red 
agent who would have given the 
signal for the actlon committees to 
strike. He satd the committees 
were particularly actlve in chiles 
awaiting a bad cconomic slump or 
war,

TERRORISTS

So' far the drug. has only been 
tested on animals but teste pre 
under way to determine If It Is “safe 
and effective” for humans. 

If so, the drug will enable doctors 
to treat’ hypertension ,enses and to 
operate on persons with dangtrously 
high blood pressure. :
